Remember them which have the rule over you, who have 


Spoken unto you the word of God: whoſe faith follow, 
conſidering the end of their converſation ; Feſus Chrift 
the ſame yeſterday to day and for ever. 


ERHAPS no man ever had clearer views 

or more diſtinct conceptions of the na- 
ture of the Golpel, than the Apoſtle had.— 
He clearly {aw into the new and living way, 
which God had appointed for the recovery of 
the fallen ſons of men, We ſhall not wonder at 
the Apoſtle's extenſive knowledge of the Goſ- 
pel, when we call to mind the means by which 
he was made acquainted with it; “ For I neither 
received it of man, neither was I taught it, but by 
** the revelation of Feſus Chriſt,” ſo that in him 


was that ſcripture fulfilled, * they ſhall all be 


* taught of God.” His regard for the Goſpel was 
not leſs than his knowledge of it, for he did 
nct count his life dear, ſo that he might finiſh his courſe 
with joy, and the miniſtry which he had 2

I am (ſays he) determined to knotg nothing among 
you, ſave Feſus Chriſt, and him crucified : Perfectly 
agreeing with his commiſſion, which was to 
preach the unſearchable riches of Chriſt, by whom ke 
was made a miniſter according to the gift of the grace 
of God, The Apoſtle fully reſted his ſoul upon 
the truth of that Gofpel which he preached 
unto others, and the ſum of all his preachin 
was, Chriſt crueiſied: to the Few» a flumbling block, 
and to the Greeks fooliſhneſs, but to them which are 
called both Fews and Greeks ; Chriſt the power of God, 
and the wiſdom of God. And the very fame Gol- 
pel muſt be the ſubje & matter of the preach- 


ing of all the miniſters of Chriſt, to the end of 
time. 


In the words of our Text, the Apoſile 


Firſt, Shews the charatter and office of the 
Miniſters of Chriſt ; 


iſt, They muſt be men of faith. 

2d, The ſubſtance of all their work—to 
preach the word of God—to declare the un- 
ſearchable riches of Chriſt. 

3d, The end of their converſation, Jeſus 
Chriſt, the ſame yeſterday, to day, and for 
ever. 


Second, What the people to whom the ſer— 
'vants of God Miniſter, ſhould be in their life 
and converſation.

The firſt thing under confideration, is the 
character of the true miniſters of Chriſt, 1ſt, 
they muſt be men of faith.—T have believed there- 
fore have I ſpoken — They muſt be polleffed of 
true faith in Chriſt, for as there is no name 
given under heaven, whereby men can be ſav— 
ed, but the name of [elus; ſo there is no 
way of being ſaved but by faith in him, Chriſt 
is let forth as the way for ſinners to come to 
God.—Living faith implies our being enligh- 
tened by the Holy Spirit, ſo as to ſee our- 
{elves loſt and undone, and to behold the 
fountain ſet open for {in and uncleanneſs, I 
know no better way of cxplaining it, than 
in the following manner. To believe in 
Chriſt, is the ſouls going ont to, and laying 
hold of Chriſt. —A going out in ſlrong deſire 
aud laying hold of him, as the only hope 
and refuge of a loſt ſinner, and expecting fal- 
vation from him and no other, 


But to be more particular, Faith in Chriſt 


iſt, Brings the knowledge of ſalvation, by 
the remiſſion of ſins. 

2d, It purifies the heart, 

And 3d, Gives us a capacity to glorify Ged. 


Firſt, Faith brings the knowledge of falva- 
tion by the remiſſion of our fins, When the 
Apoſtle was preaching at Antioch he inform— 
ed them, that thro' this man, was preached ur- 
to them the forgiveneſs of fins, and by him, all 


that believe are juſtified ſrom all things, from 
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which they could not be juſtified by the law of 
Moſes, and in writing to the Roman Church, he 
tells them he is not aſhamed of the Goſpel of 
Chriſt, for it is che power of God unto ſalva- 
tion, to every one that believeth.—He was not 
aſhamed of the Goſpel, why was not Paul 
aſhamed of it? Becauſe it was the power of 
God unto ſalvation to every one that believeth. 
Faith brings ſalvation along with it, and puts 
the poſſeſſor of it into a ſtate of acceptance 
with God, for he that believeth ſhall be ſaved. 
And to him give all the prophets witneſs, that 
through his name, whoſoever helicveth in him, 
{ſhall receive remiſſion of fins. 


2nd. It purifies the heart converts the ſoul. 
It is made the grand mean of Goſpel holineſs. 
The Apoſtle Peter obſerves that God had put 
no difference between us and them, purifying 
our hearts by faith, and by this mean, it is that 
we arc enabled to purify ourſelves, even as he 
is pure. The love of God is ſhed abroad in 
our hearts, by the Holy Ghoſt given unto us, 
and we are made partakers of the divine nature, 
and we become transformed by the renewing 
of our minds. We are made new creatures 
in Chriſt Jeſus, and cleanſed from all filthi- 
neſs of fleſh and ſpirit, and are enabled to per- 
fect holineſs in the fear of God: the poſſeſ- 
ſors of it, are no longer Bond-men and Bond- 


women, but the free ſervants of the Lord je- 
{us Chriſt,

zrd. It is by this mean, we are put in a ca- 
pacity to glorify God. The Miniſters whom 
Chriſt hath ſent being born again, not of cor- 
ruptible ſeed, but of incorruptible, and hav- 
ing purified their ſouls in obeying the truth 
through the ſpirit, unto unfeigned love of the 
brethren are thus capacitated to glorify God. 
For, ſays an Apoſtle none of us liveth unto him- 
ſelf, and no man dieth unto himſelf, for whe- 
ther we live, we live unto the Lord, and whe- 
ther we die, we die unto the Lord : whether 
we live therefore, or die, we are the Lords. 
The love of Chriſt conſtraineth us, becauſe we 
thus judge that if one died for all, then were 
all dead, and that he died for all, that they 
which live ſhould not live unto themſelves, but unto him 
which died for them, and roſe again; in one word 
we are enabled to glorify God in our bodies, and in 
our ſpirits, which are Gods. Thele bleſſed conle- 
quences follow on believing, and are the cer- 
tain fruits and marks of a genuine faith in 


Chrilt. 


Our dear honoured Brother who 1s now 
happy in the realms of bliſs, fully exemplit- 
ed the truth of all this, in the whole of his life 
and converſation, He was in his youthful 
days before he entered upon his Public Mini- 
try, made experimentally acquainted with 
theſe important truths, of the bleſſed Goſpel. 
I bave been acquainted with him theſe 40 
years, and particularly the laſt 12 years of his 
life, and I never knew a ſpot in his ors |

I acknowledge it has been Jaid to his charge, 
that he was too good natured, and that he was 
a ſtrenuous Advocate for the Sacrament of 
the Lord's Supper: but in theſe things you 
will not think he was wiong. 


2nd, We are to conſider the work of the 
Miniſters of Chriſt. They are called by the 
reat head of the Church to preach the ever- 
laſting Goſpel, to deliver ſalvation to the loſt 
in the name'of their divine Maſter. They have 
received a diſpenſation of the Golpel; the 
eommiſſion given to the Apoſtle was, to turn 
men from darkneſs to light, and from the power of 
Satan unto God, that they might receive the forgive- 
nels of fins, and an inheritance among them that are 
ſaneliſied: —they are called to bind up the broken 
hearted, to proclaim liberty to the captives, and the 
opening the priſon doors to them that are bound—to 
preclaim the acceptable year of the Lord. This was 
the important charge of Chriſt to his diſciples, 
% Go ye forth and preach the Goſpel,” they were 
to declare the whole counſel of the will of 
God, and to offer terms of reconciliation to 
all mankind, and the command of Paul to his 
ſon Timothy, was, preach the word, be inſtant in 


ſeaſon, and out of ſeaſon. 


- Chriſt gives the ſame commiſſion to all his 
Miniſters at the preſent day ;—their buſineſs 
is exactly the ſame as the Apoſtle's, they are 
not allowed to retrench, or add to, the condi-. 


tions of cverlaſting life, as laid down 1n the 
infallible 


(83 
infallible word of truth, but to declare them 
plainly, faithfully, and conſtantly, as they are 


penned by the Holy Spirit: the word of God 


is their confeſſion of faith, from it they gather 
their 39 Articles, —I would not have it un- 
derſtood that I deſpiſe the writings of the pious 
reformers, but only that the true Miniſters of 
Chriſt do not make theſe the criterion or ſtand- 
ard of their faith; they advert to the law and 
the teſtimony, this 1s the rule by which they 

walk, and by which thev preach : this word 
18 the great repoſitory, the grand ſtorehouſe 
from which every faithful Miniſter of Chriſt, 
muſt draw all bis ammunition and arttlerys 
and every implement neceſſary for his ſpiri- 
tual campaign, This word we muit mark with 
extraordinary attention, Jearn with peculiar 
diligence, and fo digeſt its whole contents, 
as that the truths thereof may be interwoven in 
our very frame; we ſhall then be enabled to 
ſee clearly what is the will and mind of God 
concerning us, and what are the particular 
doarines, as well as the general import of 
the gracious diſpenſation of the Goſpel of 
Chriſt; the word will then become a lamp 


unto our feet, and a light unto our path, and 


the man of God be throughly furniſhed un. 


to every good work, But to be more par- 
ticular, 


1ſt. How neceſſary to fee the picture of 
man as a fallen creature, and ſhew it forth un- 
to the people: to declare unto them the cor- 
ruption

ruption and depravity of the human heart; 
that by nature there is none. righteous no not 
one, that ali have gone aſtray from the right 
way, that all have broken the holy law of 
God and are under its curſe; and that by--- 


the deeds of the law, no fleſh living can be 
juſtified, 


2nd. The work of redemption as wrought 
out by Chriſt. He was wounded for our tranſgreſ- 
ſions, he was bruiſed for our iniquities: the chaſtiſe- 
ment of our peace was upon him, and with his ſtripes we 
are healed; he has finiſhed tranſgreſſion and made an 
end of ſin; the Lord has laid on him the iniquity of us 
all. He who knew no ſin was made ſin for us, that 
we might be made the righteouſneſs of God in him.— 
This dottrine ſhuuld be preached, and his 


- willingneſs to ſave ſhould be ſet forth to all. 


How amazingly we are mifunderſtood, and 
miſrepreſented here, when it is faid by ſome 
that we depreciate the atonement; whereas 
we preach it in the moſt extenſive ſenſe, and 
ſhew that there is ſalvation in no other name, 
and that we muſt be ſaved from firſt to laſt 
by the blood and righteouſneſs of the Son of 
God. As our dear Brother Hanzy declared 
upon his death-bed, „* Upon his precious 


death and interceſſion is all my hope—on him 


I caſt my eternal concerns.” 


2d. Every Miniſtcr of Chriſt is to declare 
the way whereby this ſalvation is to be ob- 
tained ;—namely by faith—God lo loved the 
| world 


world that he gave his only begotten Son, that 
whoſoever believeth in him might not periſh, 
but have everlaſting life. 


The caſe of the Jaylor may illuſtrate this 
truth. When he awoke and law the priſon 
doors open, and expecting that the priſoners 
had fled, he drew his {word and would have 
killed himſelf, but Paul cried out do thyſelf no 
harm we are all here.—He then came trem- - 
bling and fell down before Paul and Silas, and 
ſaid firs, what muſt I do to be ſaved? Paul 
might have upbraided him with his inhuman 
treatment of them, and have ſaid, why, it was 
but laſt night you thruſt us into the inner 
priſon, and ſet our feet. faſt in the ſtocks, and 
evil entreated us: you muſt now humble your- 
ſelf before us, and make acknowledgments of 
your conduct, and take care and mend your 
life in future ;—but not a word of all this. 
Paul goes a nearer way to work, and tells him 
at once, Believe on the Lord Jeſus Chrift, and 
thou ſhalt be ſaved. St. Paul took the ſame way 
with the Jaylor as Ananias had taken with 
him: Paul well knew the neceſſity and benefit 
of faith, and therefore he inculcates this el- 
ſential doftrine wherever he came, informing 
the people that through this man was preached unto 
them the forgroeneſs of ſins, and that by him all that 
believe are juſtiſied from all things, from which th 
could not be juftified by the law of Moſes ; and that 
God hath ſet him forth to be a propitiation through faith 
in his blood, to declare his righteouſneſs that he might 4 
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juſt, and the juſtifier of him that believeth in Jeſus.— 
- where is boaſting then? it is excluded, by what law? 
of works? nay, but by the law of faith. —T herefore 
we conclude that a man is juſtified by faith without the 
deeds of the law. 


4th. How neceſſary that the Miniſters of 
Chriſt ſhould be acquainted with a growth in 
grace, and adyances in Goſpel holineſs. —The 
language of the Apoſtle was, Not as though I had 
already attained, or were already made perfect, but I 
follow on to apprehend that for which I am apprehended 
of Chriſt—preſſing towards the mark for the prize 

of their high calling of God, in Chrift Feſus, that they 
may be changed from glory into glory, as by the Spirit 
of the living God, and grow up to a perfe man, unto 
the fulneſs of the meajure of the ſtature of Chriſt. 


I need not ſay much on this head reſpecting 
Ma. HAN BY; he was a faithful Preacher for 
43 years in the public field, and when he en- 
tered upon the work, there were no pleaſing 
prolpetts from men and things, to induce 
him to engage in it ;—he went forth in the 
name of his Divine Maſter, cacrying his life in 
his hand, expoſing himſelf to all manner of 
hardſhips, for the ſake of theſe truths, which 
he conſtantly preached wherever he came.— 
You know this was the caſe. You are wit- 
neſſes with what peculiar, and heartful plca- 
ſure he dwelt upon theſe Topics: he truly 
gloried in the Croſs of Chriſt, accounting all 
things but dung and droſs, in compariſon of 

the 
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the excellency of the knowledge of his Savie 
our, whoſe merits and offices he held forth, 
even to the very end, as you well know: for I 
am informed he preached from ſome very pe- 
culiar and intereſting ſubjetts, (which I need 
not now repeat) but a few days before his ill- 
neſs and death, concluding his life and labours 
nearly together, much reſembling the caſe of 
good Mr. Whitefield, who uled to pray that he 
might conclude his life in the Pulpit, and it 
ſeems his Prayer was ncarly anſwered, for he 
died almoſt immediately after he had done 
preaching. On Chriſtmas-day Ma. HAN B 
preached three times, beſides performing leve- 
ral other public dutics, and the ſame night was 
taken 11], and aſter enduring a ſevere fight of 
affliftion for about four days, he fell aſleep i in 
the arms of his Divine M aſter. He was very 
ſucceſsful in his preaching, many are the ſeals 
to his Miniſtry in various parts of the king- 
dom, ſo that, that fcripture may be ſuitably 

applied to him : T hey that be wiſe, ſhall ſhine as the 
ſun in the firmament, and they that turn many to righte- 
ouſn eſs, as the ſtars for ever and ever. 


He was remarkably uleſul in Scotland a 
number of years. In the Town of Dundee, be 
was abundantly ſucceſsfu}.,—1 will here men- 
tion a ſingular circumſtance—ſome little time 
before Mr, Hanzy went over to Dundee, 
there had been ſeen for ſome time in one par- 
ticular place, a remarkable light which no one 
could account for, but as being a Phenomenan

in nature, what the meaning of it was, I de 
not pretend to ſay.— But it ſo happened that 
Mx. Hansy fixed his Pulpit upon the very 
ſpot, where the light had been ſeen ; in conſe- 


quence of which great numbers flocked to 
hear him, and many were converted to God, 


grd. We are to conſider the end of their 


converſation, Jeſus Chriſt the ſame yeſterday 
to day and for ever. 


Two things are implied in this, namely, 
that every Miniſter ſhould have the ſpirit of 


— Chriſt, and they ſhould copy the example of 
Chriſt. 


iſt. Every Miniſter ſhould have the ſpirit 
of Chriſt : this is a diſtinguiſhing mark of a 
Chriſtian. If any man have not the ſpirit of 
Chriſt, he is none of his; thoſe who have re- 
ceived the ſpirit of Chriſt, are brought into a 
holy ſtate, there bodies become the temples of 
the Holy Ghoſt, and the fruits of the Spirit 
abound in them; as love, joy, peace, long- 
ſuffering, gentleneſs, goodneſs, faith, meek- 
neſs, &c. they have the mind in them which 
was in Chriſt, not rendering evil for evil, or 
railing for railing but contrariwiſe, bleſling ; 
knowing that they are thereunto called. Your 
late Miniſter in this reſpe& reſembled your 
great Maſter; all the graces of the Spirit ſhone 
conſpicuouſly in him. He was a man of the 
moſt amiable temper I ever knew; very re- 
markable 
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markable for gentleneſs, patience, humilitiy 
and love: I never ſaw him out of temper in 

my life : he has often been treated ill, and 
handled roughly; but never fought for reſent- 
ment. I never heard a raſh or unkind word 
come out of his mouth; but was always en- 
abled to maintain a firmneſs of temper from 
firſt to laſt. It may truly be ſaid of him, that 
he was a burning and Shining light. # | 


end, Every Miniſter ſhould copy the ex- 
ample of Chriſt, who went about doing good 
both to the bodies and ſouls of men; and a 
_ Mmiſter's life is to be the ſame; he is to do good 
unto all men, but eſpecially unto them of ihe 
houichold of faith. But in particular to the 
ſouls of men: they are to ule every mean in 
their power, to bring them from darkneſs to 
light, from bondage to liberty, from miſery * 
to happineſs, and in ſhort from hell to heaven. 
— The Redeemer laid when he was about to 
leave this world and go to the Father—T have 
finiſhed the work thou haſt given me to do.—To get 
good and do good, 1s all the buſineſs. of 
life, 


Ms. Haxsy followed the example of his Ma- 
ſter in this reſpe& ; labouring to do good both 
to the ſouls and bodies of his fellow creatures. 

 — Feſus Chriſt the ſame yeſterday to day and for ever; 
was the end he had in view, in all he did, not 
confining bis affection particularly to any ſect 
or party : he knew * Chriſt was all and " : 
8 a 
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all, and was ready to ſay with the Apoſtle, 
grace be with all them that love our Lord Jeſus in fin- 
cerity. What ſignifies my brethren our diffe- 
rences in opinion, if we do but all build upon 
Chriſt as our foundation, and find ſalvation.in 
his name. 


Let names and ſects and parties fall, 
& And thou O! Chriſt be all in all. 


Secondly, we are to gonſider what the 
people are called to,—remember them which 
have the rule over you, whofe faith follow, 


1ſt. The people are called to experience 


the ſame faith which their Miniſters poſſeſs: 
for there 1s but one faith, one ſalvation, both 
for the Preacher and people, and this faith is 
indiſ>enfibly neceſſary for every one to be 
thoroughly acquainted with, in order to their 
ſalvation: and the faith of the Miniſter will 
not do to be {ubſtituted for the people. 2nd, 
Every hearer ſhould take care that they have 


the {ame grace, and the ſame ſalvation as the 


Preachers, God calls all to experience it, he 
is no reſpetter of perſons, the invitation and 
promiſes of the Goſpcl are general. Come un- 
to me all ye that labour, and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you reſt ; and him that cometh unto me, I will in no 
wiſe caſt out; for Chrift gave himſelf a ranſom for oll, 
aud tafled death for every man—wherefore he is able to 
ſave unto the uttermoſt all them that come unto God by 

him : and whoſoeur aſketh receiveth, and he that ſeeketh 
Jindeth,

det, and to him that knocketh it ſhall be opened. 


O! what an infinite mercy if all were ac- 
quainted with the Saviour's love; It is of uni- 
verſal extent, and every individual may receive 
it without money and without price. God 
grant you may all begin to [eek it this night. 

—O! Jelus is a precious Saviour, an infinitely 
loving Redeemer, he is precious in all his 
offices; precious in his life, in his death, and 
in all his glorious undertaking for a ruined 
world. O! how pygcious will be che Saviour's 
love, when you Hand between two worlds, 
and arc going to bid an eternal farewell to all 
below, when the mortal part is going down to 
the duſt of death, and nature is nigh exhauſted 
— this will be a ſevere trial indeed, and no- 
thing but this love can {weeten the bittere 
of death. —As Ms. Hawxsy obterved, “ dyin 
work is great work.” None but Chriſt can 
make death comfortable: It was Chriſt that 
made Ma. Hanay fay, «+ though I walk 
through the valley of the ſhadow of death, 
I will fear no evil.” Now it is as much your 
intereſt to make ſure of Heaven, as the Mi- 
niſters of Chriſt; and heaven will be as ſweet 
to every one of you. 


In order that we may be like minded with 
our Miniſter and make as hapy an end: we 
muſt live in the Spirit, and copy after our 
living head, and then when death comes he 
will have loſt his terror, his ſting being drawn 
he can do us no harm; death will but call us 
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to be preſent with the Lord. —As Dr. Watts 
beautifully has it: 


* Why do we mourn, departing friends, 
& Or ſhake at deaths alarms ; 

eis but the voice that Feſus ſends, 
& To call them to his arms,” 


Death is but a voice, to thoſe who know the 
intereſt in the Saviour, and feel a vital union 
with him. Death to ſuch, is like an Angel from 
Heaven, to tell frhem they ſhall ſin no more; 
They {hall ſuffer no more, 


e O] could we make our doubts remove 
© Thoſe gloomy doubts that riſe, 
And ſee the Canaan that we love 


* With unbeclouded eyes. 


Could we but climb where Moſes flood, 
& And view the landſcape o'er. 


© Nor Fordan's ſtreams, nor death's cold flood, 
„ Should fright us from the ſhore.” 


Ma. Hansy's afflictions were very ſevere, one 
time he was heard to ſay, ** Lord is it in anger? 
No I believe it is in love.“ At another time, 
& My ſtroke is heavier than my groaning,” On 
Tueſday he deſired his eldeſt Daughter to read 
the 15th, 16th, or 19th chapter of St. John's 
Goſpel; ſhe read the 16th, He exhorted 

her 


* 
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her much to ſeek an intereſt in Chriſt, ani pray- 
ed fervently for ail his Children. 


When a friend aſked him if the Lord was 
good, he anſwered ** O yes! He is my Rock, and 
„ build all my hopes upon a crucified Saviour 
„Hall mydependance is upon him.” Much the 
ſame, was the anſwer he gave to one of the Dif- 


ſenting Miniſters of this town, who viſited, and 


aſked him how he found his mind, he ſaid, *< all 
© my hopes are fixed upon the Rock of ages,” — 
this Gentlemen then {hook him by the hand, and 
ſaid Mr. Hanby, I wiſh you every bleſſing I 
{hould wiſh for myſelf in your circumſtances. — 
I do not know this Gentleman, but his conduct 
was worthy of his character: what a pity it is, 
but all the Miniſters of Chriſt, were thus kindly 
affectioned one towards another: what Abraham 
ſaid unto Lot, {ſhould be ſaid by every Miniſter 
of Chriſt. Let there be no ſtriſe, I pray thee, be- 
tween me and thee, for we be brethren. This 
brings to my mind a remarkable circumſtance 
of a Preacher, who frequently dreamed about 
Preaching, and would Preach as well when he 
was aſleep, as when awake. One time when he 
was Preaching in lis fleep, a number of people 
had got into the room for to hear him; he was 
exhorting the people to unity, and gave the fol- 
lowing weighty- reaſons, why they ſhould be 
united. We are all children of one common 
father; ail redeemed by the ſame blood; all 
walking in one way; all engaged in one warfare, 


and very ſoon, one place will be our home.” 


Theſe 
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Theſe reaſons are powerful ones indeed, and a 
man awake could not have urged better; they 
ought to weigh materially with us, and induce 
us to lay aſide all party ſpirit, and bear with one 
another in love. 


The nearer this man of God approached to 
bis end, the clearer were his views. He repeat- 
ed theſe words of our Lord, ** I am the reſurec- 
* tion and the life, he rhat believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet ſhall he live, and 
© he that believeih in me, {hall never die.“ 
His dear Wife aſked him, if he could ſpeak : be 
ſaid “ yes, I can tell yon io caſt your care upon 
& the Lord. He will be a father to the father- 
& lefs, and a huſband to the widow.” He alfa 
faid toa friend, a little before his departure, 
* the Lord is better and better to me, he has 
{© taken away ſin by the ſacrifice of hiimſelf.
